Scope of Work

The Contractor shall provide administrative services of the Health Care and Dependent Care Flexible
Spending Account benefits plans for eligible participants. The services shall be provided in accordance
with this Contract and the following exhibits, which are attached and incorporated herein by reference. If
there is any conflict between this Contract and the Exhibits, the terms of the Contract shall govern. If there
is any conflict among the Exhibits, the following order of precedence shall determine the prevailing
provision.

Exhibit A - The RFP, including attachments and Excel worksheets.
Exhibit B - The Technical Proposal.

Exhibit C - The Financial Proposal.

Exhibit D — State Contract Affidavit Addendum.

The Procurement Officer may, at any time, by written order, make changes in the work within the general
scope of the Contract. No other order, statement or conduct of the Procurement Officer or any other person
shall be treated as a change or entitle the Contractor to an equitable adjustment under this section. Except
as otherwise provided in this Contract, if any change under this section causes an increase or decrease in
the Contractor’s cost of, or the time required for, the performance of any part of the work, whether or not
changed by the order, an equitable adjustment in the Contract price shall be made and the Contract
modified in writing accordingly. The Contractor must assert in writing its right to an adjustment under this
section within thirty (30) days of receipt of written change order and shall include a written statement
setting forth the nature and cost of such claim. No claim by the Contractor shall be allowed if asserted after
final payment under this Contract.

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Time for Performance

The Contractor shall begin providing services under this Contract upon the later of execution by the
Department or May 1, 2005. Unless terminated earlier as provided in this Contract, the Contractor shall
provide administration services for the Health Care and Dependent Care Flexible Spending Account
benefits plan through June 30, 2008. The State, at its discretion, has the unilateral right to extend the term
of the Contract for up to two (2) additional, successive one-year terms beyond the initial term. The
Contractor shall provide run-out administration of reimbursement requests for expenses incurred prior to
the end of the last plan year for which services are provided by the Contractor, including the provision of
annual settlement reports for the last plan year of the Contract, immediately following the termination of
the Contract. The provisions of this Contract relating to such run-out administration services survive
termination of the Contract pending complete performance of the run-out administration services.

Consideration and Payment

In consideration of the satisfactory performance of the work set forth in this Contract, the Department shall
pay the Contractor in accordance with the terms of the RFP and the Contractor’s Financial Proposal.
Except with the express written consent of the Procurement Officer, payment to the Contractor for the
services required pursuant to this Contract shall not exceed $ . Contractor shall notify Procurement
Officer, in writing, at least 60 days before payments reach the total specified amount. After notification
from the Contractor, if the State fails to increase the contract amount, the Contractor shall have no
obligation to perform under this Contract after payments reach the stated amount.

. Payments to the Contractor pursuant to this Contract shall be made no later
than 30 days after the State’s receipt of a proper invoice from the Contractor. Charges for late payment of
invoices, other than as prescribed by Title 15, Subtitle 1, of the State Finance and Procurement Article,
Annotated Code of Maryland, as from time to time amended, are prohibited. The final payment under this
Contract will not be made until after certification is received from the Comptroller of the State that all taxes
have been paid. Electronic funds transfer will be used by the State to pay the Contractor for this contract
and any other State payments due Contractor unless the State’s Comptroller’s Office grants the Contractor
an exemption.

In addition to any other available remedies if, in the opinion of the Procurement Officer, the Contractor

The State shall retain twenty-five percent (25%) of the administration fees invoiced by the Contractor for
the last three (3) months of the last year of the term of the Contract.

Personnel

Contractor agrees that all personnel identified in its proposal shall be assigned to the State account for the
term of the Contract, including any extension, unless such personnel are no longer employed by the
Contractor.

Rights to Records

The Contractor agrees that all documents and materials, including but not limited to, reports, drawings,
studies, specifications, estimates, tests, maps, photographs, designs, graphics, mechanical, artwork,
computations and data prepared by the Contractor for purposes of this Contract shall be the sole property of
the Department and shall be available to the Department at any time. The Department shall have the right

The Contractor shall report to the Department, promptly and in written detail, each notice or claim of
copyright infringement received by the Contractor with respect to all data delivered under this Contract.

The Contractor shall not affix any restrictive markings upon any data and if such markings are affixed, the
Department shall have the right at any time to modify, remove, obliterate, or ignore such warnings.

Upon termination of this Contract, the Contractor, at its own expense, shall deliver any equipment, software
or other property provided by the State to the place designated by the Procurement Officer.

Nothing in this Section 6 shall abrogate or transfer any intellectual property rights of the Contractor in its
proprietary information related to its methodologies, methods of analysis, ideas, know how, methods,
techniques, and skills possessed prior to this Contract.

Patents, Copyrights, Intellectual Property

If the Contractor furnishes any design, device, material, process, or other item, which is covered by a
patents or copyright or which is proprietary to or a trade secret of another, the Contractor shall obtain the
necessary permission or license to permit the State to use such item or items.

The Contractor will defend or settle, at its own expense, any claim or suit against the State alleging that any
such item furnished by the Contractor infringes any patent, trademark, copyright, or trade secret. If a third
party claims that a Product infringes that party’s patent or copyright, the Contractor will defend the State
against that claim at Contractor’s expense and will pay all damages, costs and attorney fees that a Court
finally awards, provided the State (i) promptly notifies the Contractor in writing of the claim; and (ii)
allows Contractor to control and cooperates with Contractor in, the defense and any related settlement
negotiations. The obligations of this paragraph are in addition to those stated in section 7.3 below.

If any products furnished by the Contractor become, or in the Contractor’s opinion are likely to become, the
subject of a claim of infringement, the Contractor will, at its option and expense: a) procure for the State
the right to continue using the applicable item, b) replace the product with a non-infringing product
substantially complying with the item’s specifications, or ¢) modify the item so that it becomes non-
infringing and performs in a substantially similar manner to the original item.

Confidentiality

Subject to the Maryland Public Information Act and any other applicable laws, all confidential or
proprietary information and documentation relating to either party (including without limitation, any
information or data stored within the Contractor’s computer systems) shall be held in absolute confidence
by the other party. Each party shall, however, be permitted to disclose relevant confidential information to
its officers, agents and employees to the extent that such disclosure is necessary for the performance of
their duties under this Contract, provided the data may be collected, used, disclosed, stored and
disseminated only as provided by and consistent with the law. The provisions of this section shall not apply
to information that (a) is lawfully in the public domain; (b) has been independently developed by the other
party without violation of this Contract; (c) was already in the possession of such party, (d) was supplied to
such party by a third party lawfully in possession thereof and legally permitted to further disclose the
information; or (e) which such party is required to disclose by law.

Loss of Data

Disputes

Article of the Annotated Code of Maryland, as from time to time amended, and COMAR 21.10
(Administrative and Civil Remedies). Pending resolution of a claim, the Contractor shall proceed
diligently with the performance of the Contract in accordance with the Procurement Officer’s decision.

This Contract shall be construed, interpreted, and enforced according to the laws of the State of Maryland.
Nondiscrimination in Employment

The Contractor agrees: (a) not to discriminate in any manner against an employee or applicant for
employment because of race, color, religion, creed, age, sex, marital status, national origin, ancestry, or
disability of a qualified individual with a disability; (b) to include a provision similar to that contained in
subsection (a), above, in any subcontract except a subcontract for standard commercial supplies or raw
materials; and (c) to post and to cause subcontractors to post in conspicuous places available to employees
and applicants for employment, notices setting forth the substance of this clause.

Contingent Fee Prohibition

The Contractor warrants that it has not employed or retained any person, partnership, corporation, or other
entity, other than a bona fide employee, bona fide agent, bona fide salesperson, or commercial selling
agency working for the Contractor to solicit or secure this Contract, and that it has not paid or agreed to pay
any person, partnership, corporation or other entity, other than a bona fide employee, bona fide salesperson
or commercial selling agency, any fee or other consideration contingent on the making of this Contract.

Non-availability of Funding

If the General Assembly fails to appropriate funds or if funds are not otherwise made available for
continued performance for any fiscal period of this Contract succeeding the first fiscal period, this Contract
shall be canceled automatically as of the beginning of the fiscal year for which funds were not appropriated
or otherwise made available; provided, however, that this will not affect either the State’s rights or the
Contractor’s rights under any termination clause in this Contract. The effect of termination of the Contract
hereunder will be to discharge both the Contractor and the State from future performance of the Contract,
but not from their rights and obligations existing at the time of termination. The Contractor shall be
reimbursed for the reasonable value of any nonrecurring costs incurred but not amortized in the price of the
Contract.

Termination for Cause

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finished or unfinished work provided by the Contractor shall, at the State’s option, become the State’s
property. The State of Maryland shall pay the Contractor fair and equitable compensation for satisfactory
performance prior to receipt of notice of termination, less the amount of damages caused by the
Contractor’s breach. If the damages are more than the compensation payable to the Contractor, the
Contractor will remain liable after termination and the State can affirmatively collect damages.
Termination hereunder, including the termination of the rights and obligations of the parties, shall be
governed by the provisions of COMAR 21.07.01.11B.

Termination for Convenience

The performance of work under this Contract may be terminated by the State in accordance with this clause
in whole, or from time to time in part, whenever the State shall determine that such termination is in the
best interest of the State. The State will pay all reasonable costs associated with this Contract that the
Contractor has incurred up to the date of termination, and all reasonable costs associated with termination
of the Contract; provided, however, the Contractor shall not be reimbursed for any anticipatory profits that
have not been earned up to the date of termination. Termination hereunder, including the determination of
the rights and obligations of the parties, shall be governed by the provisions of COMAR 21.07.01.12

(A)Q).
Delays and Extensions of Time

The Contractor agrees to perform the work under this Contract continuously and diligently. No charges or
claims for damages shall be made by the Contractor for any delays or hindrances from any cause
whatsoever during the progress of any portion of the work specified in this Contract. Time extensions will
be granted only for excusable delays that arise from unforeseeable causes beyond the control and without
the fault or negligence of the Contractor, including but not restricted to acts of God, acts of the public
enemy, acts of the State in either its sovereign or contractual capacity, acts of another contractor in the
performance of a contract with the State, fires, floods, epidemics, quarantine restrictions, strikes, freight
embargoes, or delays of subcontractors or suppliers arising from unforeseeable causes beyond the control
and without the fault or negligence of either the Contractor or the subcontractors or suppliers.

Suspension of Work

The State unilaterally may order the Contractor in writing to suspend, delay, or interrupt all or any part of
its performance for such period of time as the Procurement Officer may determine to be appropriate for the
convenience of the State.

Pre-Existing Regulations

In accordance with the provisions of Section 11-206 of the State Finance and Procurement Avrticle,
Annotated Code of Maryland, as from time to time amended, the regulations set forth in Title 21 of the
Code of Maryland Regulations (COMAR 21) in effect on the date of execution of this Contract are
applicable to this Contract.

Financial Disclosure

The Contractor shall comply with the provisions of Section 13-221 of the State Finance and Procurement
Article of the Annotated Code of Maryland, as from time to time amended, which requires that every
business that enters into contracts, leases, or other agreement with the State of Maryland or its agencies
during a calendar year under which the business is to receive in the aggregate $100,000 or more, shall
within 30 days of the time when the aggregate value of these contracts, leases or other agreements reaches
$100,000, file with the Secretary of the State of Maryland certain specified information to include
disclosure of beneficial ownership of the business.

Political Contribution Disclosure
